ADEQUATE PREPAREDNESS 
NECESSARY 


The question of the effect of military 
preparedness is one about which there 
has been much difference of opinion. Op- 
ponents of pr€paredness, including the 
ultra moral suasionists, have pointed to 
Germany as an example of a nation that 
had become highly militarized. Itching 
for a fight, Germany brought on a world 
war, and was crushed. 

On the other hand, advocates of pre- 
paredness have no less strenuously in- 
sisted that preparedness acts as a guar- 
antee against war. The late Theodore 
Rooevelt was. an ardent believer in this 
theory. - And the other day General Per- 
shing, testifying before the senate com- 
mittee on military affairs, declared it to 
be his opinion that ‘‘if- we had been ade- 
quately prepared we .would never have 
been called upon to defend. our rights.’’ 

The: feeling: -has been quite general in 
this. céuntry that in the last war, at 
least, it was.our apparent military help- 
lessaess that encouraged Germany to go 
to-they:lengths she did. in encroaching 
upon us. Thete is much evidence to bear 
out the theory that the war lords thought 
America would not fight. General Per- 
shing’s experience in France, where he 
interviewed many responsible Germans, 
doubtless has led him to the conviction 
he expressed before the senate committee. 

Which one of the various proposals for 
maintaining a standing army and creating 
a reserve force will be finally adopted, it 
is too early to predict, but it is now rather 
clear that the American people favor a 
policy of reasonable preparedness in the 
future. They do not desire to be caught 
napping again, as they were at the out 
break of the last war. 

Without going to cither extremes, the 
people favor a middle course. They do 
not propose to support a huge standing 
army or to imitate the militaristic em 
pires of Europe in going armed to the 
teeth, ready to pounce upon every offend- 
er against their rights and to exterminate 
him, but there is no question that they 
will demand a permanent military force 
adequate to be relied upon in emerg- 
encies and large enough to disconrage 
any arrogant and ‘belligerently inclined 
foreign government or faction from as- 
suming that it may trample upon Ameri- 
can rights with impunity. 


TARDY JUSTICE 


Nothing short of a war and dire necessity 
would have ever brought abcut the proper regu- 
lation of the stock manipulators, food. fuel and 
other trusts which have grabbed all the neces- 
sities of the country, and the middlemen pirates 
who have been robbing the people for, lo, these 
many years. The government should have 
stepped in and regulated these rascally hogs 
and plunderers years ago, and the reform press 
and the people have been crying aloud for just 
such regulation for the past twenty years, but it 
did not do much good, Those mixed up in high 
places in the government have been so closely 
allied with these trusts themselves, and drawing 
down such immense profits, that it has been im- 
possible for the people to get justice. 

But now that reconstruction demands that the 
rapacity of these cut-throats be regulated and 
suppressed, something is being done about it. 

It makes very little difference to the masses 
of the people whether the party in power be 
Democratic or Republican—they are seemingly 
all tarrd with the same stick, and the almighty

Now, however, the absolute necessities caused 
by war, and to prevent guant hunger and actual 
Starvation stalking through the land, hitting 
rich and poor alike, some of the refroms which 
should have been brought about years ago are 
gradually being recognized. The war has accom- 
plished that much good, if no other.
